On  the  surface,  there  are  several 
clear  differences  between  district  2 
city  council  candidates  James  Kelly 
and  Susan  Passoni. 

He's  a  native  of  Southie,  has 
been  a  Boston  city  councilor  for 


nearly  a  quarter  century,  and  is  a 
former  union  man.  She's  a  New 
York  transplant,  a  door-knocking 
political  newcomer,  and  a  former 
research  analyst  for  investment 
banks. 

But  a  major  political  difference 
between  the  two  emerged  at  a  can¬ 
didate  forum  in  Chinatown  on 
October  17:  their  view  of  how

Motion  to  Intervene  in 
Voting  Suit  Denied 


But  Chinatown  Groups  Say 
They're  Pleased  With  Settlement

A  panel  of  three  U.S.  District 
Council  Judges  denied  on 
October  18  a  motion  filed  by  a 
group  of  residents  and  commu¬ 
nity  organizations  to  intervene  in 
a  federal  lawsuit  against  the  City 
of  Boston  over  voting  rights. 
Though  the  groups  said  they  are 
disappointed  their  motion  was 
denied,  they  said  they  are 
pleased  with  a  settlement  that 
will  bring  more  bilingual  voting 


materials  and  poll  workers  to 
Boston. 

The  U.  S.  Department  of 
Justice  filed  the  lawsuit  against 
the  City  of  Boston  in  July,  accus¬ 
ing  Boston's  government  of  dis¬ 
criminating  against  voting  citi¬ 
zens  of  Spanish,  Chinese  and 
Vietnamese  descent  and  violat¬ 
ing  the  federal  Voting  Rights  Act 
of  1965.  In  addition,  the  suit, 
which  focuses  on  violations 
against  Hispanic  voters,  who 
make  up  a  larger  percentage  of 
Boston's  voting  age  population 
than  do  their  Asian  American

Letter  to  Editor 


Dear  Editors: 

Thank  you  for  your 
detailed  coverage  of  the 
City  of  Boston  preliminary 
elections,  including  the 
tallied  votes  for  each  of 
the  eight  finalists  both 
citywide  and  in  the  main 
Chinatown  precinct.  We 
often  give  more  attention 
to  national  elections,  but 
local  elections  are  just  as 
important.  I  just  wanted 
to  point  out  what  I  see  as 
two  small  errors  in  your 
analysis. 

First,  while  the  Quincy 
School  vote  (Ward  3 
Precinct  8)  is  generally 
seen  as  Chinatown,  in  fact 
because  precinct  lines 


don't  always  follow  neigh¬ 
borhood  lines  as  we  define 
them,  "the  Chinatown 
vote"  is  divided  between 
two  precincts.  Central 
Chinatown  votes  at  the 
Quincy  School,  while 
Mass  Pike  Towers,  South 
Cove  Plaza  East  and  West, 
Waterford  Place,  and 
Castle  Square  all  vote  at 
the  Franklin  Institute 
(Ward  5  Precinct  1).  A 
better  sense  of  the  size  and 
voting  patterns  of 
Chinatown  lies  some¬ 
where  within  these  two 
precincts. 

Secondly,  I  thought  it 
was  curious  how  the 
Sampan  characterized  the 
at-large  race,  with  an 


emphasis  on  a  perceived 
competition  between  Yoon 
and  Arroyo.  In  fact,  my 
read  of  the  Chinatown 
results  is  that  Yoon  and 
Arroyo  received  support 
from  largely  the  same 
block  of  voters.

Editor's  note:  The  writer 
raises  a  good  point  about 
including  results  far  Ward  5, 
Precinct  1.  We  are  including 
the  results  below. 

We  did  not  include  the 
results  in  the  original  story 
because  the  City  of  Boston 
legally  defines  that  ward  and 
precinct  as  a  section  of  the 


South  End,  which  also 
includes  many  residents  who 
do  not  reflect  the  Chinatown 
vote. 

As  far  the  second  point  in 
the  letter,  we  feel  the  story 
focused  on  the  fact  that  Yoon, 
Arroyo  and  Patricia  White 
all  scored  highly  in  the  pre¬ 
liminary  for  Ward  3, 

Precinct  8.

Celebrating  20  Y ears  of  Care 


South  Cove  Manor 
Celebrates  Service  to 
Chinese  Elders

The  lines  in  Cheung 
Chin's  face  reveal  the  long 
life  she  has  lived. 

Over  the  past  century, 
she  has  experienced  a  revo¬ 
lution  in  China,  imprison¬ 
ment  by  China's  commu¬ 
nist  government,  immigra¬ 
tion  to  the  United  States, 
and  her  husband's  death 
nine  years  ago. 

According  to  official 
birth  records,  she  was  bom 
on  August  10, 1896  — 
though  Chin  said  she  was 
actually  bom  two  years  ear¬ 
lier,  making  her  111  years 
old. 

During  what  she  calls 
her  "hard  life,"  Chin 
worked  on  a  farm  in  China 
and  as  an  embroiderer  in 
Hong  Kong. 

When  she  was  about  60 
years  old,  she  and  her  fami¬ 
ly  left  for  America,  to 
escape  China's  communist 
government. 

By  now,  she's  outlived 
many  of  her  family  mem¬ 
bers  and  friends.  Her  hus¬ 
band  died  in  1996. 

Though  she's  alert  and 
can  easily  recall  her 
younger  years.  Chin  is  con¬ 
fined  to  a  wheel  chair  and 
can't  communicate  in 
English. 

Like  many  elderly,  she 
depends  on  nurses  and 
aides  to  prepare  her  meals, 
help  her  bathe,  keep  her  as 
active  as  possible,  give  her 
comfort,  and  respond  in 
case  of  a  medical  emer¬ 
gency. 

And  like  most  Chinese 
elderly  who  can't  speak 
English,  she  could  have 
risked  spending  her  final 
years  isolated  in  a  nursing 
home  where  no  one  speaks 
her  language  or  under¬ 
stands  her  culture. 

But  she  didn't. 

Chin,  who  came  to 
South  Cove  Manor  in  2001, 
is  now  the  oldest  patient  in 
the  Chinatown-area  nurs¬ 
ing  home,  which  will  cele¬ 
brate  its  20th  anniversary, 
starting  this  weekend. 

*** 

The  nursing  home's 
upcoming  anniversary 
marks  a  milestone  that  was 
achieved  after  years  of  toil 
and  planning  by  its 
founders.  The  concept  of 
South  Cove  Manor  devel¬ 
oped  when  its  founders 
saw  a  need  for  care  and 
support  for  the  elderly 
Chinese  who  had  resided 
in  conventional  nursing 
homes. 

Amy  Guen  is  one  of  the 
key  founders  of  South  Cove 
Manor. 

Guen,  who  was  bom  on 
Oxford  Street  in  Chinatown 
and  was  orphaned  as  a 
child,  spent  12  years  of  her 
youth  in  China.  Shortly 
after  she  returned  to 
Massachusetts  in  1946  to 
study  social  work  at  Boston 
College,  she  started  volun¬ 
teering  in  nursing  homes  in 


Tewksbury,  Brookline, 
Dorchester  and  Roxbury. 

She  helped  with  translation 
and  interpretation. 

Guen  said  she  saw  the 
Chinese  patients  at  these 
conventional  nursing 
homes  sit  in  isolation. 

"(They)  felt  very  help¬ 
less,"  said  Guen. 

"You  can  see  their  sad¬ 
ness  and  you  feel  sorry  for 
them,"  said  Billy  Chin, 
Guen's  brother,  a  promi¬ 
nent  Chinatown  business¬ 
man  who  is  also  a  founder 
of  South  Cove  Manor. 

Though  Guen  said  she 
was  in  her  20s  when  the 
idea  of  starting  a  Chinese 
nursing  home  came  to  her, 
it  wasn't  until  1974  when 
planning  for  the  nursing 
home  began. 

Chin,  who  at  the  time 
was  involved  with  18 
Chinese  restaurants  includ¬ 
ing  China  Pearl,  would 
help  with  the  fundraising  -- 
which  would  prove  to  be 
the  most  challenging  task. 

The  two  would  call  on 
friends  and  others  in 
Chinatown,  such  as  Helen 
Chin  Schlichte,  also  well 
known  in  the  Chinatown 
community,  to  help  with 
the  effort.  The  group  of 
founders  would  meet  at 
China  Pearl  every  Monday 
to  discuss  and  plan  the 
home. 

By  1979  --  after  years  of 
planning  sessions  and  hard 
work  —  things  started  to 
take  shape.  The  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
designated  a  plot  of  land 
on  120  Shawmut  Ave.  for 
the  home.  Then,  the  group 
applied  for  a  Certificate  of 
Determination  of  Need 
from  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public 
Health,  and  was  granted 
the  certificate,  a  necessary 
state  requirement  to  build¬ 
ing  a  nursing  home. 
Although  the  state  gave 
them  the  go-ahead  to  move 
forward,  and  the  city  gave 
them  the  land,  they  still 
needed  to  raise  the  money 
to  make  the  home  a  reality. 

Because  of  rising  costs 
of  construction  materials 
and  other  price  increases, 
the  amount  of  money  they 
needed  to  build  the  home 
ballooned,  from  $3  million 
in  1977,  to  $5  million  in 
1984. 

"We  raised  money  but 
we  also  spent  money,"  said 
Guen. 

Her  brother,  Billy  Chin, 
recalled  when  he  was  try¬ 
ing  to  get  a  donation  from 
the  late  Dr.  An  Wang  of  the 
Wang  Foundation.  The 
group  trying  to  create  the 
nursing  home  had  trouble 
getting  Dr.  Wang  to  donate. 
Finally,  Chin  resorted  to 
tracking  down  Dr.  Wang  at 
a  reception  in  Chinatown 
and  tugging  on  his  jacket. 
Chin  told  Dr.  Wang  that 
everyone  else  in  the  com¬ 
munity  had  already  given 
to  the  South  Cove  Manor 
effort,  except  him.  Wang 
responded  by  giving  a 
check  for  $10,000  -  "to  keep 
me  quiet,"  said  Chin,  smil¬ 
ing. 

Through  their  fundrais¬ 
ing  efforts,  they  eventually 


raised  several  hundred 
thousand  dollars  from  the 
Chinese  community,  foun¬ 
dations  and  corporations  in 
Boston,  and  secured  a  loan 
from  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban 
Development.  But  it  wasn't 
without  drama.  Chin,  Guen 
and  other  founders  recall 
that  upon  securing  the 
mortgage  loan  through 
HUD,  they  had  one  week 
to  raise  $348,000. 

"It  wasn't  even  a  letter 
of  credit,"  said  Chin 
Schlichte.  "It  had  to  be 
cash." 

Guen  recalled  the  rush 
to  make  the  deadline,  say¬ 
ing  that  board  member  Bob 
Chin  announced:  "Put  your 
money  where  your  mouth 
is,"  and  took  $35,000  from 
his  retirement  fund  to  loan 
to  the  effort. 

In  the  end,  the  money 
eventually  came  in  on  time 
from  friends  and  board 
members  of  South  Cove 
Manor,  and  on  April  14, 
1984,  ground  broke  on 
what  would  become  South 
Cove  Manor  Nursing 
Home. 

*** 

On  a  recent  weekday  at 
South  Cove  Manor,  a  group 
of  Cheung  Chin's  peers 
were  sitting  in  their  wheel¬ 
chairs  and  playing 
mahjong,  as  they  usually 
do  on  afternoons.  The 
women,  all  of  whom  are  in 
their  80s  and  90s,  studied 
each  other's  moves  while 
they  carefully  handled  the 
game's  tiles.  As  they  fin¬ 
ished  each  round,  they 
would  sometimes  dispute 
who  was  the  actual  winner. 

But  it  was  all  in  good 
fun. 

"This  really  keeps  your 
mind  going,"  said  Horn 
Lai,  a  98-year-old  woman 
from  China,  about  the 
game.  "Everyday  I  play 
mahjong.  It's  very  good  to 
play.  It's  good  for  your 
brain;  it's  good  for  your 
heart." 

While  Lai  and  her 
friends  competed  at  the 
game  that  afternoon,  anoth¬ 
er  group  of  seniors,  also  in 
wheelchairs,  performed  tai 
chi  for  their  upper  body. 

In  a  nearby  room,  others 
watched  Chinese  television, 
which  is  fed  into  the  nurs¬ 
ing  home  via  satellite. 

South  Cove  Manor's  ser¬ 
vices  to  its  Chinese  resi¬ 
dents  can  be  seen  through¬ 
out  the  nursing  home,  from 
the  dining  area  where 
authentic  Chinese  food  like 
oxtail  soup  is  served,  to  the 
in-house  library  where 
patients  and  their  families 
can  borrow  Chinese  books 
and  periodicals. 

Residents  participate  in 
a  variety  of  activities,  rang¬ 
ing  from  mahjong  to  tai  chi 
to  calligraphy  class  and 
watercolor  painting. 

Most  of  the  145-person 
staff  at  the  100-bed  nursing 
home  speaks  Chinese. 

"South  Cove  Manor  is 
the  only  all-Chinese  nurs¬ 
ing  home  ...  in  the  eastern 
United  States,"  said  George 
Brodie,  the  home's  admin¬ 


istrator. 

As  for  Cheung  Chin, 
she  calls  her  experience  at 
the  Chinese  nursing  home 
"very  good"  and  said  she 
enjoys  living  with  the  other 
Chinese  residents. 

*** 

"Like  a  huge  family." 
That's  how  several  staff 
members  --  of  all  levels  and 
positions  —  at  South  Cove 
Manor  describe  their  expe¬ 
rience  working  there. 
Brodie,  the  home's  admin¬ 
istrator,  boasts  of  a  near¬ 
zero  percent  turnover  rate 
at  the  home.  And  inter¬ 
views  with  much  of  the 
staff  reveal  many  have 
been  there  for  years  —  10, 
15,  and  20  years. 

Registered  nurse 
Marylou  Falletti,  one  of 
South  Cove  Manor's  few 
non-Chinese  employees, 
has  worked  there  for  about 
17  years. 

"When  I  first  came  here, 
I  was  very  intimidated  by 
the  language  and  I  was 
going  to  leave  (after  the 
first  day).  But  I  said,  no, 
I've  got  to  role  with  the 
punches." 

Though  she  decided  to 
tough  it  out,  she  did 
encounter  several  culture 
shocks.  Once  Falletti  told  a 
coworker  that  she  liked 
Chinese  food  and  that  fried 
chicken  fingers  was  her 
favorite  dish.  Days  later, 
the  coworker  brought 
Falletti  not  fried  chicken 


fingers,  but  real  chicken 
feet. 

But  over  the  years, 
Falletti  got  used  to  the  food 
and  culture  and  even 
picked  up  some  medical 
terms  in  Cantonese. 

She  says  her  coworkers 
keep  her  there. 

"This  is  the  most  consis¬ 
tent,  organized  place  for 
geriatric  nursing." 

The  staff,  some  of 
whom  are  trained  nurses 
who've  come  straight  to  the 
home  from  China,  is 
trained  to  help  patients 
with  a  number  of  afflic¬ 
tions,  including  multiple 
sclerosis,  kidney  failure, 
dementia,  schizophrenia 
and  heart  disease. 

For  11  straight  years, 
the  South  Cove  Manor  has 
received  a  "zero  deficien¬ 
cy"  rating  from  the 
Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health,  which 
means  that  state  inspectors 
found  no  complaints  or 
problems  with  quality  at 
the  home. 

In  addition,  according 
to  Medicare's  nursing 
home  rating,  the  home 
received  perfect  scores  for 
2003  and  2004.  During  the 
most  recent  inspection  this 
year,  inspectors  marked 
three  non-critical  deficien¬ 
cies  at  the  home,  which  is 
still  below  the  state  average 
of  six,  and  well  below  the 
national  average  of  eight 
deficiencies. 

"Obviously  we're  very 
proud  (of  the  home),"  said 


board  member  and  founder 
Helen  Chin  Schlichte, 
reflecting  on  the  20  years  of 
operation.  "But  we're 
always  striving  for  excel¬ 
lence.  We  can't  just  rest  on 
our  laurels." 

*** 

Besides  keeping  operat¬ 
ing  expenses  within  a  tight 
budget  mostly  funded 
through  Medicare  and 
Medicaid,  the  biggest  chal¬ 
lenge  at  the  home  is  capaci¬ 
ty.  With  only  100  beds,  the 
home  is  often  filled  and  has 
to  turn  away  new  residents. 

"We  know  that  we're 
bursting  at  the  seams...  we 
know  that  there's  a  grow¬ 
ing  Asian  elderly  popula¬ 
tion,"  said  Chin  Schlichte. 

Brodie  and  managing 
director  Richard  Wong  also 
talk  of  the  home's  need  to 
expand,  and  say  they're 
eyeing  different  ways  to  do 
so. 

"We're  essentially  at 
100%  capacity,  and  we've 
been  doing  that  for  many, 
many  years,"  said  Brodie. 
"So  there's  an  obvious  need 
in  the  community  for  us  to 
have  more  beds."

Passoni,  Kelly  Dispute  BRA's  Record  in  Chinatown 
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Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  handles  the 
redevelopment  of  the 
neighborhood. 

Passoni  portrayed  the 
BRA,  the  city's  planning 
and  development  arm,  as 
an  unaccountable  agency 
run  amok.  Kelly,  mean¬ 
while,  suggested  that  while 
the  BRA  may  not  be  per¬ 
fect,  it  has  done  much 
good  for  Chinatown  and 
the  rest  of  the  city. 

Taking  a  Chinatown 
resident's  question  about 
the  city's  need  for  afford¬ 
able  housing,  Kelly  said 
he's  worked  closely  with 
the  BRA  to  bring  housing 
to  Chinatown.  He  said  new 
housing  opportunities  are 
being  created  with  the 
recently  built  Metropolitan 
building,  the  Park  Essex 
building,  which  is  under 
construction,  and  the  soon- 
to-be-built  Kensington 
Place. 

Once  all  three  projects 
are  completed,  Kelly  said, 
they  would  be  bring  a 
combined  total  of  242  new, 
affordable  housing  units  to 
Chinatown. 

Passoni,  however, 
called  the  lack  of  afford¬ 
able  housing  in  the  city  a 
"crisis,"  and  said  that  a 
"clear  discrepancy"  exists 
between  what  is  called 
"affordable  housing"  and 
what  low-income  residents 
can  actually  afford  to  pay 
for  housing. 

If  elected,  she  said,  she 
would  advocate  recalculat¬ 
ing  the  affordable  housing 
guidelines  to  better  reflect 
the  earnings  of  the  city's 
residents. 

"It's  a  shame  that  we  are 
losing  you  because  you 
cannot  afford  to  live  here," 


said  Passoni  to  the  audi¬ 
ence  of  about  80. 

High-rise  luxury  hous¬ 
ing  developments  and  a 
perceived  lack  of  low- 
income  housing  in 
Chinatown  have  long  been 
two  key  concerns  among 
many  in  the  community. 
Much  of  Chinatown  is 
zoned  for  eight  to  10  sto¬ 
ries,  and  many  residents 
earn  far  below  the  average 
city  incomes  --  according  to 
some  studies,  Chinatown 
residents  earn  an  average 
annual  income  of  about 
$15,000. 

Several  people  have 
opposed  two  of  the  high- 
rises  that  Kelly  spoke  of, 
Kensington  Place  and  Park 
Essex.  At  30  stories, 
Kensington  Place,  will  cre¬ 
ate  346  units  of  market-rate 
or  luxury  housing,  and  61 
units  of  so-called  afford¬ 
able  housing.  At  28  stories. 
Park  Essex  will  bring  439 
units  of  luxury  units,  66  of 
which  will  be  affordable. 

The  23-story 
Metropolitan  project, 
despite  its  height,  was  gen¬ 
erally  accepted  in  the  com¬ 
munity  because  of  its  high 
percentage  of  affordable 
units  —  115  out  of  251  total 
units. 

Passoni  accused  the 
BRA  of  using  the  Combat 
Zone  —  the  city's  only  adult 
entertainment  district  -  to 
promote  out-of-scale  devel¬ 
opments,  such  as  Park 
Essex  and  Kensington 
Place.  Those  buildings  will 
occupy  large  portions  of 
the  adult  entertainment 
district  and  prevent  new 
strip  clubs  from  moving  in. 

She  called  the  agency's 
dual  role  as  a  planning  and 
development  agency  a 
"conflict  of  interest"  and 
said  that  if  elected,  she 


would  advocate  for  more 
oversight  over  the  BRA. 

She  also  said  that  Kelly, 
along  with  other  coun¬ 
cilors,  gave  up  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  limit  the  BRA's 
powers  when  voting  in 
December  to  extend  the 
BRA's  ability  to  use  emi¬ 
nent  domain.  Passoni  also 
criticized  the  BRA  for 
encouraging  the  demoli¬ 
tion  of  the  nearly  century 
old  Gaiety  Theatre  to  make 
way  for  Kensington  Place. 

Kelly,  however,  sug¬ 
gested  that  voting  to 
extend  the  BRA's  eminent 
domain  powers  --  the 
power  to  take  private 
property  for  new  develop¬ 
ment  --  was  a  reasonable 
and  necessary  compromise. 
He  also  said  that  while  he 
was  a  city  councilor,  the 
number  of  strip  clubs  in 
the  adult  entertainment 
district,  which  abuts 
Chinatown,  has  shrunk 
from  about  two  dozen  to 
only  two. 

Kelly  said  that  in  the 
cases  of  the  three 
Chinatown  developments, 
the  BRA  "went  far  beyond 
what  was  legally  required" 
of  it  to  provide  affordable 
units. 

Kelly  also  said  that 
Passoni  was  taking  a  "shot¬ 
gun  approach"  in  her  criti¬ 
cisms  of  the  BRA. 

"I  know  it's  popular  in 
some  circles  to  be  critical  of 
the  BRA.  And  on  numer¬ 
ous  occasions,  I  have  found 
myself  in  vehement  dis¬ 
agreement  with  the  BRA. 
But  like  a  stopped  clock, 
which  is  correct  twice  a 
day,  so  is  the  BRA  correct 
on  occasion." 

Kelly  did  not  give  spe¬ 
cific  examples  of  when  he 
was  in  opposition  to  the 
BRA. 


Crime 
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a.m.,  Boston  Police  officers 
shot  and  killed  a  man 
whom  they  say  was  firing  a 
gun  near  a  crowd  of  people 
at  100  Warrenton  Street  in 
the  Theater  District,  near 
Chinatown. 

The  victim  of  the  gun¬ 
man  died  later  that  same 
day.  Another  man  was 
injured  and  treated  for 
wounds  that  resulted  from 
the  same  incident.  Police 
said  it's  not  clear  if  that  man 
was  injured  by  shots  fired 
from  police  or  the  suspect. 
Police  have  recovered  the 
weapon  and  are  investigat¬ 
ing  the  incident,  which  was 
the  second  homicide  this 
year  in  Area  A-l,  which 
includes  Chinatown. 

Also  this  month,  six 
teenage  males  sprayed  an 
elderly  woman  in  the  face 


with  pepper  spray  on 
October  7  at  about  8  p.m. 
while  she  was  walking 
down  Oxford  Street  in 
Chinatown. 

The  six  men  fled  the 
scene  immediately  after, 
said  police.  They  did  not 
further  attack  or  steal  from 
the  woman. 

Police  would  not  release 
the  name  of  the  victim,  who 
has  recovered  from  the 
assault,  but  did  say  that  she 
is  Asian,  from  Quincy,  and 
65  years  old. 

Police  are  investigating 
the  crime  and  have  not 
made  any  arrests  yet.

"New  Boston"  Focus  of  Council  Debate

It  was  all  about  the  "New 
Boston"  at  an  at-large 
Boston  city  council  debate 
on  October  19  at  UMass 
Boston.  Unlike  other  coun¬ 
cil  candidate  debates, 
questions  at  this  one  came 
exclusively  from  members 
of  Boston's  minority  press: 
Sampan,  The  Bay  State 
Banner,  and  Univision. 

Each  of  the  eight  candi¬ 
dates  --  Felix  Arroyo,  John 
Connolly,  Michael 
Haherty,  Edward  Flynn, 
Stephen  Murphy,  Matt 
O'Malley,  Patricia  White, 
Sam  Yoon  --  competing  for 
the  four  at-large  council 
seats,  attended  the  debate, 
which  was  sponsored  by 
the  university's  Center  on 
Media  and  Society. 

Some  questions  posed 
to  the  councilors  related  to 
specific  neighborhood- 
related  issues,  such  as 
What  do  you  think  of 
plans  to  install  police  cam¬ 
eras  in  Chinatown?  Other 
questions  pertained  to 
broader  city  wide  issues, 
such  as.  Do  you  support  a 
civilian  review  board  of 
the  police  department  with 
subpoena  powers? 

Most  candidates  tried 
to  position  themselves  as 
members  of  the  "New 
Boston"  —  a  term  used  to 
describe  Boston's  growing 
diversity  —  while  others 
focused  on  their  past  per¬ 
formance  on  the  council. 

Case  in  point: 

O'Malley,  who  managed 
Sheriff  Andrea  Cabral's 
successful  campaign  last 
year,  said  he  "helped  cre¬ 
ate"  the  New  Boston,  while 
Murphy  stressed  that  he 
has  the  experience  of  serv¬ 
ing  on  the  council  for  nine 
years  -  longer  than  any  of 


the  other  candidates. 

"Don't  forget,"  said 
Murphy,  "Boston  is  a  $2 
billion  operation." 

Flynn  noted  his  mili¬ 
tary  experience  and  said 
he  would  focus  on  home¬ 
land  security  for  Boston 
and  reducing  Boston's  "ter¬ 
rible"  drug  problem. 

When  asked  about  how 
the  candidates  would  com¬ 
municate  with  minority 
communities,  Murphy  said 
it's  a  city  councilor's 
responsibility  to  be  in  the 
neighborhoods,  listening 
to  the  concerns  of  minori¬ 
ties. 

White  focused  on 
diversity  in  terms  of  gen¬ 
der. 

If  not  elected,  said 
White,  there  might  be  only 
one  woman  on  the  entire 
city  council.  She  was  refer¬ 
ring  to  incumbent 
Maureen  E.  Feeney  of  dis¬ 
trict  3,  who  is  competing 
against  newcomer  Michael 
Cote. 

Connolly,  meanwhile, 
stressed  his  volunteer 
work  teaching  adolescent 
boys  from  low-income 
families  in  the  Lower  East 
Side  of  Manhattan,  and 
said  the  cornerstone  of  his 
campaign  is  improving 
Boston's  public  schools. 

Arroyo,  the  city's  first 
Latino  councilor,  and 


Yoon,  the  first  Asian 
American  to  run  for  coun¬ 
cil,  appeared  to  support 
each  other,  though  they 
had  differing  views  on 
specific  issues.  Arroyo  said 
he  would  support  a  civil¬ 
ian  review  board  for  police 
because  it  would  create 
transparency;  Yoon  said  he 
would  not  likely  support 
such  a  review  board 
because  it  would  not  be 
"trust  building."  Before  the 
debate,  Arroyo,  along  with 
other  non  at-large  coun¬ 
cilors,  announced  their 
support  for  Yoon's  candi¬ 
dacy. 

At  one  point  during  the 
event,  Arroyo  asked  Yoon 
how  he  would  balance 
representing  the  Asian 
community  and  the  city  at 
large. 

Yoon  said  as  councilor 
his  job  will  be  to  represent 
everyone,  but  that  he 
would  not  "shirk"  his 
responsibility  to  also 
attend  to  the  needs  of 
Asian  American  residents, 
and  that  if  elected  he 
would  work  to  hire 
Cantonese-speaking  and 
Vietnamese-speaking 
assistants.

As  New  Company 


Advanced 
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and  new  leadership.  It  is 
likely  the  new  company 
will  assemble  printed  cir¬ 
cuit  boards  and  other  com¬ 
ponents  for  electronics 
equipment  and  products 
just  as  Advanced 
Electronics  did. 

Directors  of  Adcotron, 
which  incorporated  on 
October  17,  are  all  former 
employees  of  Advanced 
Electronics.  Nearly  all  the 
previous  directors  have  left, 
including  the  company's 
former  chief  executive  offi¬ 
cer,  Ching-Wah  Wong,  who 
departed  last  summer. 

Founded  in  1976, 
Advanced  Electronics 
began  with  only  $30,000 
but  grew  into  a  $45  million 
company  by  the  height  of 
the  "Dot.com"  boom  in 
2000.  At  the  time,  the  com¬ 
pany  also  employed  hun¬ 
dreds  of  people,  mostly 
Chinese  immigrants.  In 
1999,  Inc.  Magazine  includ¬ 
ed  the  manufacturer  in  its 
list,  "The  Inner  City  100  — 
America's  Fastest  Growing 
Companies." 


Electronics 

But  ever  since  the  com¬ 
pany  began  losing  money. 

By  2003,  its  total  revenue 
plummeted  to  around  $30 
million.  Insiders  say  that  in 
2004  and  this  year,  sales 
dropped  even  more.  The 
company  also  began  a 
series  of  layoffs,  dropping 
over  100  employees. 

Founders  say  the  reason 
for  the  downturn  was 
largely  because  of  increased 
competition  for  electronics 
manufacturers  in  China, 
outsourcing  to  overseas 
companies,  and  a  lack  of 
effective  marketing  by 
Advanced  Electronics. 

A  director  of  the  new 
company  said  he  could  not 
yet  discuss  the  company's 
plans,  structure  or  finances. 

Stanley  Chao,  the 
founder  of  Advanced 
Electronics,  however,  said 
he  viewed  the  creation  of 
the  new  company  as  a  posi¬ 
tive  move  and  that  he 
expected  it  to  be  successful. 

"They  have  a  good  foun¬ 
dation,  and  with  the  right 
marketing  effort  the 
chances  for  the  company  to 
start  growing  again  are

very  good,"  said  Chao,  who 
retired  from  the  company 
in  April  of  2002,  but  was 
invited  back  on  the  board 
in  2004  and  2005.  He  said 
he  does  not  plan  to  have  a 
director  or  management 
role  at  the  new  company 
but  is  open  to  acting  as  a 
consultant. 

Chao  said  one  of  the 
reasons  he  founded 
Advanced  Electronics  was 
to  bring  more  employment 
opportunities  to  Chinese 
immigrants,  whom  he  said 
were  often  stuck  working 
either  in  restaurants  or 
laundries.  In  the  early 
1970s,  he  owned  a  compa¬ 
ny  in  Burlington,  Mass.,  but 
was  invited  by  the  Chinese 
Economic  Development 
Council  to  start  a  company 
near  Chinatown  that  would 
bring  jobs  to  immigrant 
Chinese. 

The  company  was  pre¬ 
viously  located  at  210 
South  St.  and  112  Beach  St. 
on  the  edge  of  Chinatown, 
but  later  moved  to  South 
Boston. 

Chao  said  several 
employees  would  start  out 


at  Advanced  Electronics 
and  then  move  on  to  other 
nearby  electronics  compa¬ 
nies  like  Teradyne. 

Despite  its  initial  goals 
of  providing  skilled  work 
for  Chinese  immigrants, 
earlier  this  year  the  compa¬ 
ny  was  accused  by  former 
employees  and  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association,  a 
Chinatown  advocacy 
group,  of  paying  low 
wages,  age  and  sex  discrim¬ 
ination,  and  giving  poor 
severance  packages  to  long¬ 
time  workers.  Some  former 
directors  at  the  company, 
along  with  Chao,  agreed 
that  there  were  problems 
with  the  treatment  of 
employees  at  the  time.  At 
the  height  of  the  protests,  a 
director  of  Advanced 
Electronics  had  agreed  that 
the  severance  pay  should 
be  reviewed  --  though  the 
employer  was  not  legally 
required  to  give  severance 
to  most  of  the  workers.  But 
he  said  that  accusations  of 
sex  and  age  discrimination 
were  not  true. 

Chao,  who  retired  years 
before  the  labor  disputes 


arose,  also  acknowledged 
that  employees  who  were 
laid  off  in  recent  years  did 
not  get  consistent  severance 
packages.  But  he  said  the 
company  is  close  to  reach¬ 
ing  an  agreement  with  the 
laid-off  workers,  who  had 
filed  a  complaint  with  the 
Massachusetts  Equal 
Employment  Opportunity 
Commission  with  the  help 
of  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association.  Karen  Chen  of 
the  association  also  con¬ 
firmed  that  an  agreement 
was  close,  but  she  said  she 
did  not  think  employees 
would  be  compensated  as 
fully  as  they  deserved.  The 
agreement,  according  to 
Chen,  will  give  workers 
who  were  laid  off  between 
2001  and  2005  one  week  of 
pay  for  each  year  of  service, 
up  to  15  years.  The  U.S. 
EECO  representative  han¬ 
dling  the  case  did  not 
return  a  phone  call  from 
Sampan. 

Chen  said  she  felt  work¬ 
ers  who  were  with  the  com¬ 
pany  for  longer  than  15 
years  should  be  compensat¬ 
ed  for  each  year  of  service. 


Chao  suggested  the 
problems  began  as  the  com¬ 
pany's  sales  dropped  in 
recent  years  and  that  previ¬ 
ously  employees  enjoyed  a 
better  working  environ¬ 
ment. 

"I  remember  clearly  in 
1999,  we  gave  a  Christmas 
party  in  China  Pearl  and 
we  gave  everybody  $1,999 
bonuses  as  a  Christmas 
gift,"  said  Chao.  He  also 
said  there  were  additional 
employee  benefits,  such  as 
a  401K  plan. 

In  addition,  Chao  said 
that  because  the  directors 
and  officers  of  Adcotron 
were  former  staff  and  man¬ 
agement  members  of 
Advanced  Electronics, 
Adcotron  will  better  benefit 
the  employees. 

"We  all  feel  that. . .  the 
employees  are  the  ones 
who  have  been  contribut¬ 
ing  to  the  growth  of  the 
company  through  the  many 
years,"  he  said. 


Voting

Settlement 
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counterparts,  alleges  that 
Boston's  government  failed 
to  provide  adequate 
Spanish-language  informa¬ 
tion  to  voters. 

The  U.S.  Department  of 
Justice  and  the  City  of 
Boston  had  reached  a  set¬ 
tlement  in  the  case  on 
September  15.  But  the  com¬ 
munity  groups,  which 
include  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association 
and  the  Chinatown 
Resident  Association,  say 
they  wanted  to  intervene  - 
though  they  support  the 
settlement  -  because  they 
want  to  work  directly  with 
the  city  to  ensure  the 
demands  of  the  settlement 
are  met  and  to  "guard 
against  any  backsliding." 

"I'm  disappointed  by  the 
court's  ruling  but  not 
entirely  surprised,"  said 
Cynthia  Mark,  a  lawyer  for 
Greater  Boston  Legal 
Services,  which  is  repre¬ 
senting  the  groups,  which 
also  include  City  Life/Vida 
Urbana,  and  voters  Siu 
Tsang,  Fung  Yung,  Yan 
Hui,  and  Maria  Altreche. 

Mark  and  others 
involved  in  the  motion  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  judges'  line 
of  questioning  during  a 
hearing  on  October  17  por¬ 
tended  the  following  deci¬ 
sion. 

At  one  point  in  the  hear¬ 
ing,  Judge  Sandra  L.  Lynch 
told  an  attorney  for  the 
groups  hoping  to  intervene 
in  the  case:  "Your  clients 
may  be  better  off  not  pur¬ 
suing  this  motion." 

The  judges  indicated 
that  because  there  was  no 
"live  controversy,"  meaning 
the  Department  of  Justice  ' 
and  the  City  of  Boston  had 
already  reached  a  settle¬ 


ment,  it  would  make  more 
sense  to  try  to  intervene 
only  if  an  actual  dispute 
arose,  for  example,  if  the 
groups  discovered  city  elec¬ 
tion  officials  failed  to  meet 
some  demands  of  the  settle¬ 
ment. 

In  the  settlement, 
Boston's  city  government 
agreed  to  provide  ballots, 
registration  notices,  and 
other  voting  materials,  in 
Spanish,  Chinese,  and 
Vietnamese,  as  well  as  pro¬ 
vide  translators  for  voters 
and  trained  poll  workers. 

In  addition,  Boston  has 
agreed  to  allow  federal 
observers  to  monitor  elec¬ 
tions  in  Boston  though 
2008. 

The  Voting  Rights  Act 
of  1965  requires  that  cities 
and  towns  with  "substan¬ 
tial"  populations  of  voters 
who  have  primary  lan¬ 
guages  other  than  English 
provide  voting-related 
materials  in  those  lan¬ 
guages. 

Though  Mark  expressed 
dissatisfaction  with  the 
decision,  she  said  it's 
important  not  to  "lose  our 
focus  of  what  was  achieved 
in  this  case." 

The  settlement,  she  said, 
will  help  not  only  Asian 
Americans  and  Hispanics, 
but  also  the  entire  immi¬ 
grant  population  of  Boston. 
"There  will  be  greater  sensi¬ 
tivity  to  people  who  are  cit¬ 
izens  but  are  not  complete¬ 
ly  fluent  in  English,"  said 
Mark. 

A  total  of  388,579  of 


Boston's  589,141  residents 
are  of  voting  age.  Hispanic 
residents  in  Boston  who  are 
of  voting  age  make  up  close 
to  nine  percent  of  the  city's 
voting  age  population, 
according  to  the  2000 
Census,  while  the  voting 
age  populations  of  Chinese 
American  and  Vietnamese 
American  residents  com¬ 
bined  make  up  less  than 
four  percent.  About  half  the 
Chinese  American  voting 
age  population  of  Boston  — 
and  less  than  40%  the 
Vietnamese  population  —  ' 
can  speak  English  profi¬ 
ciently. 

The  Chinese  Progressive 
Association's  director, 

Lydia  Lowe,  said  that  she 
had  hoped  the  groups 
could  serve  as  eyes  and 
ears  dining  elections  to 
ensure  the  demands  of  the 
settlement  are  met. 

"We've  had  a  lot  of 
respect  for  the  Department 
of  Justice,"  she  said.  "But 
our  concern  is  ...that  they're 
in  D.C.  We're  (the  ones) 
who  are  here." 

Lowe,  who  had  accused 
the  city  of  mistreating 
Chinese  voters  in  past  elec¬ 
tions,  will  have  some  abili¬ 
ty  to  advise  the  city  this 
time.  She  recently  joined  a 
city  taskforce  that  will  help 
advise  Boston's  election 
department  on  improving 
immigrant  access  to  city 
elections. 

The  Department  of 
Justice,  which  made  no  offi¬ 
cial  comment  on  the 
motion,  indicated  during

the  October  17  hearing  that 
by  allowing  the  community 
groups  to  intervene  in  the 
case,  it  could  upset  the  "bal¬ 
ance"  of  the  settlement 
achieved  with  the  city. 

The  department,  how¬ 
ever,  did  comment  on  the 
settlement.  "We're  glad  that 
the  court  has  approved  the 
settlement  with  the  City  of 
Boston  that  provides  com¬ 


prehensive  relief  to  minori¬ 
ty  language  voters,"  said 
Eric  Holland,  a  spokesper¬ 
son  for  the  Department  of 
Justice. 

The  city  took  no  posi¬ 
tion  on  the  motion  to  inter¬ 
vene. 

In  addition  to  bringing 
more  multilingual  access  to, 
city  elections>  Lowe  said 
the  suit  also  brought  out 


immigrant  voters,  especial¬ 
ly  Chinese  voters,  to  dis¬ 
cuss  rights  violations  with 
the  Department  of  Justice. 

"There  were  a  lot  of 
individual  voters  who 
came  out  to  testify,"  she 
said.

Yoon's  Views 
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Community  Development 
Corporation  in  Chinatown. 
He’s  been  called  smart,  pro¬ 
gressive,  boyish,  and,  oddly 
enough,  a  Harry  Potter 
look-alike. 

The  Sampan  sat  down 
with  the  first-time  political 
contender  and  new 
Dorchester  resident  for  a 
closer  look  at  his  views  on 
education,  Boston  city  poli¬ 
tics,  gentrification  in 
Chinatown,  and  more.  (The 
full  interview  is  online  at 
www.sampan.org.) 

EDUCATION 

What  do  you  propose  to  do  to 
improve  education  ? 

The  key  to  improving 
schools  is  to  keep  in  mind 
that  "smaller  is  better"  - 
smaller  class  size,  smaller 
schools,  smaller  communi¬ 
ties.  Smaller  is  better  to 
meet  a  variety  of  needs  in 
the  classroom.  I  propose 
that  we  place  greater 
emphasis  on  school  leader¬ 
ship,  at  the  principal  level 
primarily.  Third,  resources 
-  financial  resources  from 
the  city  budget.  We  ought 
to  consider:  What  is  the  true 
cost  of  educating  every  sin¬ 
gle  child  in  the  Boston 
Public  School  system  -  and 
meet  that  cost  in  whatever 
way  we  can. 

My  son  goes  to  the 
Boston  Public  Schools 
[BPS],  in  a  class  of  12  kids 
and  two  teachers.  My  son 
will  get  the  attention  he 
needs  in  a  smaller  commu¬ 
nity  of  learning.  He  goes  to 
a  pilot  school,  which  is  a 
Boston  public  school,  unlike 
a  charter  school.  A  charter 
school  is  independently 
chartered  by  the  state;  a 
pilot  school  stays  within  the 
system.  That’s  an  important 
distinction.  A  principal  in  a 
pilot  school  has  the  power 
to  hire  his  own  teachers  and 
gets  to  devise  his  or  her 
own  curriculum.  The  princi¬ 
pal  has  a  lot  of  flexibility  to 
run  the  school  -  and  that,  I 
see,  is  a  model  for  the  BPS. 

HOUSING  and  the  MID¬ 
DLE  CLASS 

Is  it  inevitable  that  the  middle 
class  must  leave  Boston 
because  of  the  rising  cost  of 
housing? 

If  the  housing  market  is  as 
bad  as  it  is  now,  it  will  force 
the  middle  class  to  leave. 

But  we  have  to  focus  on 
housing  and  schools.  The 
middle  class  is  largely  fami¬ 
lies.  To  keep  the  middle 
class  in  Boston,  we  have  to 
build  affordable  homes  for 
families  and  rebuild  confi¬ 
dence  in  the  Boston  public 
schools.  Private  schools  are 
expensive. 

How  would  you  encourage 
developers  to  build  for  this 
segment  of  the  market,  the 
middle  class? 

Subsidy  from  the  state  and 
the  city,  and  creating  inclu¬ 
sionary  zoning  require¬ 
ments,  to  require  building 
that  kind  of  housing.  But 
we  can’t  forget  low-income 
families.  I’m  a  strong  sup¬ 
porter  of  the  Community 
Stabilization  Act.  The  CSA 
is  a  proposal  of  the  city 
council  that  was  defeated.  It 


would’ve  protected  tenants 
from  exorbitant,  rent 
increases.  That’s  important. 

GENTRIFICATION 

Some  have  said  that 
Chinatown  is  in  danger  of 
gentrification.  What  are  your 
thoughts? 

Gentrification  is  what  hap¬ 
pens  when  luxury  housing 
actually  replaces  low- 
income  or  middle-income 
housing.  Certainly 
Chinatown  is  threatened  to 
lose  a  lot  of  its  character 
because  of  places  like 
Liberty  Place  and 
Kensington  Place  [both  are 
high-rise  apartment  towers 
slated  for  Chinatown].  I 
know  and  am  able  to  use 
the  investment  of  literally 
hundreds  of  millions  of  dol¬ 
lars  and  convert  some  of 
that  into  affordable  hous¬ 
ing.  We  use  all  this  money 
that’s  being  poured  into 
high-end  housing  and  slice 
off  a  piece  of  that  —  you 
work  with  the  developer  to 
do  that  —  and  then  you  take 
the  money  and  invest  it  in 
low-income  housing,  so  that 
some  of  the  housing  is 
affordable.  That’s  the  type 
of  development  that  would 
preserve  Chinatown  as  a 
working-class  neighbor¬ 
hood. 

Are  you  opposed  to  tire  gentri¬ 
fication  of  Chinatown? 

I  don’t  think  there  has  been 
a  significant  loss  of  afford¬ 
able  units.  Luxury  housing 
is  just  being  built  else¬ 
where.  But  so  much  luxury 
(developments  are)  being 
built.  That’s  going  to 
change  the  make-up  of 
Chinatown.  Who’s  moving 
into  Chinatown?  It’s 
wealthy  people.  My  worry 
is  that  a  lot  of  them  will 
care  less  about  the  working- 
class  people  in  Chinatown. 
Maybe  they  won’t  frequent 
their  businesses.  They 
might  have  a  different  atti¬ 
tude  toward  what 
Chinatown  should  look 
like.  They'll  demand  ser¬ 
vices  that  are  more  or  too 
expensive  for  residents,  the 
immigrants,  of  Chinatown. 

PUBLIC  SAFETY 

How  would  you  achieve  safer 
neighborhoods? 

Law  enforcement  is  one 
piece  of  the  solution.  Police 
staffing  levels  are  at  an  all- 
time  low.  We  used  to  have 
2,300  police  officers  on  the 
force  citywide.  Now  we're 
at  about  1,800.  We  need  to 
increase  the  number  of  spe¬ 
cialized  police  officers  who 
are  trained  (and  who  build) 
relationships  with  commu¬ 
nity  leaders  and  with  peo¬ 
ple  in  the  streets.  That's  the 
long-term  solution  to  pre¬ 
venting  crime:  getting  to 
understand  and  work  with 
the  residents  and  the  people 
on  the  streets. 

Regarding  the  Chinatown 
crime  watch,  individuals  are 
paying  out  of  pocket  to  have 
the  accompanying  police  detail 
during  their  street  patrols. 
What  do  you  think  about  this 
financial  arrangement? 

It  (the  creation  of  the  pri¬ 
vate  crime  watch)  is 
tremendously  commend¬ 
able.  At  the  same  time,  1 
wish  there  was  more  public 
commitment  to  supplying 


law-enforcement  resources 
for  Chinatown. 

What  do  you  think  about  them 
having  to  pay  out  of  pocket  for 
police  protection  ? 

Well,  where  does  the 
money  come  from?  The 
money  comes  from  busi¬ 
nesses  (and  private  dona¬ 
tions). 

Do  you  think  that's  a  good 
solution? 

It's  a  good  temporary  solu¬ 
tion. 

Wlrat  would  be  the  ideal  solu¬ 
tion? 

The  ideal  solution  is  for  the 
city  budget  to  supply  the 
patrols  necessary  for 
Chinatown. 

So  the  crime-watch  organizers, 
the  individuals,  shouldn' t  have 
to  pay?  The  city  should  pay 
for  the  police  detail  to  accom¬ 
pany  them  on  their  patrols? 
The  city  should  supply 
more  police  details  and 
community  police  officers 
to  patrol  Chinatown.  That's 
the  bottom  line.  If  that's  not 
happening,  then  it's  impor¬ 
tant  for  private  citizens  to 
step  in  and  do  whatever  it 
takes. 

LACK  of  POLITICAL 
EXPERIENCE 

You've  told  the  Sampan  that 
your  lack  of  political  experi¬ 
ence  is  a  good  thing.  How  so? 
My  lack  of  ties  to  the  politi¬ 
cal  establishment  is  a  good 
thing  because  there's  a 
strong  feeling  in  Boston  that 
city  government  has  been  in 
the  hands  of  too  few  peo¬ 
ple...  for  too  long.  City 
government  has  been  in  the 
realm  of  political  insiders. 
It's  important  for  a  city 
council  to  reflect  the 
diverse  range  of  experi¬ 
ences  and  perspectives  (of 
residents)  because  that's 
what  our  city  is. 

[According  to  the  U.S. 
Census,  the  population  of 
Boston  is  now  more  than 
half  minority.] 

I  have  experience  that 
matters  more  than  political 
experience  to  the  city  coun¬ 
cil,  like  (experience  in) 
affordable  housing,  real 
estate  development,  finan¬ 
cial  management,  urban 
planning,  teaching,  training 
in  economics,  statistics. 
These  all  matter  to  city  gov¬ 
ernment. 

You've  said  that  you  have 
skills  in  economic  develop¬ 
ment.  How  does  that  translate 
into  zuhat  you'd  bring  to  eco¬ 
nomic  development  for  the 
City  of  Boston? 

I  understand  what  it  takes 
for  a  business  district  to 
succeed  and,  if  it  fails,  the 
causes  of  its  failure;  what 
you  need  to  develop  a 
workforce,  to  develop  good 
jobs  and  training  for  those 
jobs;  where  the  money 
comes  from  to  invest  in  pro¬ 
grams  that  teach  people 
ESL  or  job  skills.  I  under¬ 
stand  how  that  feeds  into 
making  a  better  economy 
for  a  neighborhood  or  an 
entire  city. 

BOSTON  POLITICS 

You  said  that  you'd  give 
Mayor  Menino  a  grade  ofB- 
for  his  job  performance.  Why 
not  a  B+  or  an  A-? 


I  give  the  mayor  credit  for 
working  really  hard.  He 
genuinely  does  care,  but  the 
city  can  do  a  lot,  lot  better. 
The  BRA  (Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority, 
which  is  the  real-estate 
planning  and  development 
agency  of  the  city)  is  a  real 
problem.  The  schools  have 
a  long  way  to  go  toward 
being  the  kind  of  quality 
that  we  need  in  the  city. 
Also,  basic  city  services  - 
like  sanitation,  for  just  one 
example  -  can  be  improved. 

Would  you  like  to  run  for 
mayor? 

[laughter]  I'm  going  to  take 
things  one  step  at  a  time. 

Is  there  anything  you  would 
change  about  the  BRA,  and 
why? 

A  lot  of  the  BRA's  resources 
are  dedicated  to  planning. 
By  planning,  I  mean  that 
the  BRA  has  the  software 
programs  that  can  design 
like  architectural  drawings. 
The  BRA  has  a  great,  map 
facility  and  people  who  can 
do  economic  analysis  and 
census  statistics.  Those  are 
all  important  functions  (for) 
long-range  planning.  I  think 
that  all  that  should  be 
under  the  control  of  the  city 
council  -  and  out  of  control 
of  the  BRA. 

What  about  the  development 
part  of  the  BRA? 

Another  major  function  is 
that  they  assist  developers 
(and  help  them)  get 
through  the  approval 
process.  The  BRA  can  con¬ 
tinue  to  do  that,  but  it 
needs  to  be  more  account¬ 
able  to  more  than  just  the 
mayor.  It  should  be 
accountable  to  the  city 
council,  too.  The  BRA  often 
simply  takes  the  side  of  the 
developer  as  opposed  to  the 
community.  The  BRA  has  a 
lack  of  accountability.  The 
BRA  needs  to  respect  com¬ 
munities  and  neighbor¬ 
hoods  much,  much  more. 

Do  you  think  the  BRA  is  too 
much  in  the  pockets  of  devel¬ 
opers? 

Oh,  absolutely. 

THE  ASIAN  VOTE 

What  else  should  voters  know 
about  Sam  Yoon? 

By  virtue  of  being  Asian,  I 
will  understand  the  con¬ 
cerns  (of  Asian  Americans) 
in  a  way  that  non- Asians 
would  take  more  time  to 
get. 

I  look  forward  to  ways 
in  which  (Vietnamese  resi¬ 
dents  in  Fields  Comer  and 
Chinese  residents  in 
Chinatown)  can  work 
together  on  common  goals. 

I  would  like  to  help  play 
that  role  as  an  elected  offi¬ 
cial  and  as  someone  with 
ties  to  both  communities  -- 
as  neither  a  Chinese  or 
Vietnamese  —  so  no 
favoritism!  (laughter) 

How  can  Asians  be  assured 
that  you  won't  forget  about 
them  if  you're  elected? 

They  can  be  assured  by 
simply  calling  me.  And  if  I 
don't  do  a  good  job,  don't 
elect  me  in  2007. 

ON  FAMILY  and  HARRY 
POTTER 

Does  your  family  think  you're 


nuts? 

[laughter]  They  did,  yeah. 
My  son  is  too  young  to  real¬ 
ly  understand.  But  he's  hav¬ 
ing  fun  with  it  even  though 
he's  only  three.  He  wears 
my  "Sam  Yoon"  stickers  to 
bed  every  night.  He  really 
hopes  that  I  win. 


Why  do  people  say  you  look 
like  Harry  Potter? 
[laughter]  It's  my  glasses 
and  because  I  look  young. 
Even  Asians  are  surprised 
to  learn  that  I'm  35  years 
old.

As  for  the  arrests  in 
September,  there  were  34. 
Six  were  drug-related,  one 
was  for  a  handbag  snatch¬ 
ing,  four  were  for  prostitu¬ 
tion,  and  10  were  for  illegal 
gun  possession. 

Police  said  that  while 
the  illegal  gun  possession 
arrests  are  disturbing,  there 
were  only  three  actual  inci¬ 
dents  that  led  to  the  10 
arrests.  Most  of  the  arrests 
were  made  after  police 
noticed  suspects  with  drugs 
in  their  cars.  In  one  such 
arrest  on  September  17, 
police  stopped  a  car  in  the 


Chinatown  and  smelled 
marijuana  in  the  vehicle. 
Upon  further  inspection, 
they  found  two  guns  and 
arrested  all  six  individuals 
in  the  car. 

'We're  seeing  a  lo  aore 
of  these  incidents  across  th® 
city,"  said  O'Rourke  of  the 
gun  arrests. 

In  one  of  the  few  violent 
crimes  in  September,  a  con¬ 
struction  worker  on 
Washington  Street  was 
attacked  on  September  28  at 
8  p.m.  by  a  man  armed 
with  a  knife.  After  a  foot 
chase,  police  caught  the 
suspect  and  arrested  him. 


New  Home  Approved  for  Two  Chinatown  Non-Profits 


What's  Wrong  with  the  Milk? 


The  Boston 

Redevelopment  Authority 
approved  the  Chinatown 
Community  Education 
Center  project  on  October 
20.  The  project  is  a  new 
six-story  building  at  87 
Tyler  Street.  The  proposed 
building  will  be  the  home 


of  two  non-profits,  the 
Asian  American  Civic 
Association  (AACA)  and 
the  Kwong  Kow  Chinese 
School  (KKCS).  AACA 
helps  immigrants  with  job 
training,  literacy  and  col¬ 
lege  preparation;  it  also 
publishes  the  Sampan. 


KKCS  offers  Chinese  cul¬ 
ture  and  language  instruc¬ 
tion  to  children.  The  pro¬ 
posed  allocation  of  space 
would  be  about  24,000 
square  feet  for  AACA 
including  a  daycare  center, 
and  18,000  for  the  KKCS.

If  you've  ever  drunk  a 
glass  of  milk  only  to  have  a 
number  of  undesirable 
effects  a  couple  of  hours 
later  -  such  as  gas,  bloating 
or  cramps  -  chances  are 
you  may  be  suffering  from 
lactose  intolerance.  Lactose 
intolerance  occurs  when 
the  body  is  unable  to  digest

lactose,  the  primary  sugar 
found  in  milk,  ice  cream 
and  other  dairy  products. 
The  condition  stems  from 
the  body's  deficiency  of  lac¬ 
tase,  an  intestinal  enzyme 
required  to  break  down  lac¬ 
tose  into  digestible  sub¬ 
stances  called  glucose  and 
galactose. 

When  lactose  is  ingest¬ 
ed  by  a  lactose-intolerant 
individual,  he  or  she  may 
have  symptoms  such  as 
bloating,  gas,  cramps,  nau¬ 
sea  and  diarrhea,  just  a 
short  time  after  the  inges¬ 
tion.  Development  of 
symptoms,  however,  can 
differ  greatly  from  one  per¬ 
son  to  the  next.  Often  the 
limit  to  how  much  lactose 
one  can  tolerate  may  range 
widely.  After  drinking  a 
glass  of  milk,  some  may 
show  no  symptoms  at  all, 
while  others  may  be  affect¬ 
ed  by  even  the  smallest 
quantity  of  lactose.  Some 
people  cannot  eat  cheese  or 
even  baked  goods  without 
suffering  symptoms. 

If  you  know  or  suspect 
you're  lactose  intolerant, 
you're  far  from  alone. 
According  to  the  National 
Digestive  Diseases 
Information  Clearinghouse 
(NDDIC),  a  subsidiary  of 
the  National  Institutes  of 
Health,  30  to  50  million 
Americans  are  lactose  intol¬ 
erant.  About  75%  of 
African  Americans  and 
Native  Americans  are  lac¬ 
tose  intolerant,  while  over 
90%  of  Asian  Americans 
have  the  condition.  In  most 
cases,  lactose  intolerance 
gradually 

develops  over  time,  from 
childhood  into  adulthood, 
and  studies  have  shown 
that  it  is  likely  to  be  genet¬ 
ic. 

Just  because  you're  lac¬ 
tose  intolerant  does  not 


necessarily  mean  you  must 
forever  give  up  milk  and 
ice  cream.  There  are  plenty 
of  manageable  ways  to  deal 
with  lactose  intolerance. 

You  can  supplement  your 
diet  with  a  capsule  form  of 
lactase,  which  is  taken 
before  meals  or  added  to 
milk  to  compensate  for 
your  body's  deficiency  in 
lactase.  Also,  you  could  try 
dietary  alternatives  that  do 
not  contain  lactose.  Many 
supermarkets  carry  lactose- 
free  alternatives  for  milk, 
cream  and  yogurt.  Soy- 
based  products  have  many 
nutrients  found  in  dairy 
products,  but  without  the 
lactose. 

Still,  the  best  way  to 
avoid  the  unpleasant 
effects  of  ingesting  lactose 
is  to  exclude  it  from  your 
diet.  Many  products  such 
as  pre-prepared  foods  and 
chocolates  can  contain 
small  amounts  of  lactose 
and,  depending  on  your 
level  of  lactose  tolerance, 
should  be  taken  into 
account.  Also,  keep  in 
mind  that  most  lactose-con¬ 
taining  products,  such  as 
milk,  are  a  strong  source  of 
calcium.  When  avoiding 
these  products,  supplement 
your  diet  with  calcium-rich 
substitutes  in  order  to 
avoid  adverse  effects  from 
calcium  deficiencies,  such 
as  osteoporosis.  Green  veg¬ 
etables,  broccoli,  and  fish 
with  soft  edible  bones,  such 
as  salmon  and  sardines  all 
contain  calcium.
